Activity  fee  clarified 


Many  people  forget  that  the 
many  things  comprising  a 
college  education  total  up  to 
an  enormously  high  price  At 
registration  it  suddenly  dawns 
upon  you  that  you  are  paying  a 
significant  amount  for  the 
experience.  And  just  what  are 
you  paying  for?  It  is  really 
hard  to  say.  There  are  so 
many  little  items  (books!) 
here  and  there  that  you  almost 
lose  track  of  where  your 
money  is  being  spent  One  of 
the  things  you  have  paid  for  is 
called  the  Student  Activity 
Fee  Most  students  do  not 
know  why  they  have  been 
assessed  this  fee,  nor  what  it 
entails.  The  matter  deserves 
some  clarification. 

The  Activity  Fee  of  $20  (per 
semester)  is  collected  by  the 
College  on  behalf  of  its 
students  and  is  to  be  used  for 
programmes,  activities,  and 
services  in  the  interests  of  the 
College  community.  Some  of 
the  items  covered  by  the  fee 
are:  the  newspaper,  student 
union  board,  clubs  and 
organizations,  health  ser- 
vices, and  intramural 
athletics.  A copy  of  the  budget 
is  printed  below.  (It  is  only 
illusory  that  some 
programmes  and  activities 
will  not  be  funded  this  year. 
These  have  been  consolidated 
with  other  funds.)  The  fee  is 
not  designed  or  intended  to 
fund  certain  other  activities 
and  functions  which  are 
primarily  the  responsibility  of 
the  school’s  curriculum  or 
administration. 

Although  the  college  ad- 
ministration is  responsible  for 
these  funds,  a Student  Activity 
Fee  Board  has  been 
established  as  a student 
channel  into  the  college’s 
administration  of  these  funds. 


The  Board  works  in  con- 
junction with  the  Director  of 
Student  Life  Activities,  the 
Dean  of  Students,  and  the 
Student  Council  to  recom- 
mend, review  its  decisions. 
Membership  on  the  Board  is 
representative  of  the  student 
body.  It  consists  of  various 
students  elected  and  ap- 
pointed at  large  and  also  in- 
cludes 3 faculty  and  ad- 
ministrative representatives. 


One  important  respon- 
sibility of  the  Board  is  to  in- 
form the  student  body  on  a 
periodic  basis  as  to  the  status 
and  uses  of  the  fee.  However, 
it  is  also  the  responsibility  of 
the  students  to  keep  open  the 
lines  of  communication,  to  let 
the  Board  know  of  their 
desires  and  to  inform  the 
Board  as  to  the  consequences 
of  any  of  their  actions. 


Student  host  program 

Guiding  tours  of  the  Avila  campus,  explaining  admissions 
procedures  to  prospective  students,  hosting  banquets,  and 
ushering  at  college  theater  productions  are  a few  of  the  ex- 
citing chores  that  await  the  ten  freshmen  who  are  par- 
ticipating in  the  new  student  host-hostess  program. 

The  program,  still  officially  without  a name,  has  been  in  the 
blueprints  of  the  admissions  department  for  over  a year. 
Volunteers  were  sought  through  poster  campaigns  three  times 
last  year,  but  no  students  registered  their  interest.  Therefore, 
the  department  decided  to  begin  with  incoming  freshmen.  Ten 
prospective  volunteers  were  contacted  and  all  ten 
acknowledged  their  interest  by  attending  a meeting  during 
orientation.  After  a two  hour  training  session,  the  pilot  group 
will  be  ready  to  begin  their  work. 

Will  Chatham,  the  director  of  admissions,  will  conduct  the 
training  session  and  he  understands  the  virtues  and  problems 
of  the  program,  because  he  is  a product  of  a host  program. 
During  his  college  years  he  participated  in  a similar  activity 
and  found  he  liked  the  work.  “The  kick  comes  when  you  notice 
the  people  that  you’ve  given  tours  and  talked  with  enrolling  as 
newstudaits  in  the  fall,”  explained  Mr.  Chatham.  In  his  senior 
year  of  college  when  job  hunting  began,  he  found  that  the 
program  had  not  only  provided  enjoyment,  but  also  practical 
experience  for  a full-time  job  in  an  admissions  department. 

The  admissions  department  is  still  interested  in  students 
who  want  to  help.  Being  a host  or  hostess  can  not  only  help 
classmen  to  become  involved  on  campus,  meet  administrative 
personnel  as  individuals,  acquire  practical  experience  for 
future  work,  but  most  important  to  help  other  prospective 
students  by  giving  them  opinions  and  objective  information 
about  college  life  and  courses.  Will  Chatham  conveyed,  ‘‘The 
honesty  and  candidness  that  students  have  by  nature  is  good, 
and  I want  Avila  represented  that  way.”
